acids capable of forming a bridge . 

Group III , claim(s) 2 (in part), 9 (in part), and 10 (in part), drawn to a method of 
treating heart failure, cardiac arrhythmias, or atherosclerosis by administer a 
pharmaceutical. 

Group IV , claim(s) 2 (in part) and 9 (in part), drawn to a method of treating 'other 
disease associated with fibrosis' by administering a pharmaceutical.
